Observers in the 
city saw fewer of the “shooting 
stars” because of reflected lights 
and haze, the average rate being 
fram seven to 10 an hour. 

The Perseids make their an- 
nual visit when the earth’s or- 
bit about the sun brings it into 
proximity with a cloud of fine 
particles which astronomers be- 
lieve may have resulted from 
disintegration of a comet. The 
particles striking the earth's 
atmosphere at terrific speeds, 
are quickly consumed by the 
heat of friction.

They 
said it would be weeks before 
the enormous backlog of orders 
soni ready-mix concrete will be 
met. 
Attempts to settle the strike, 
which have been dragging on 
for weeks with intervention by 
various persons, including 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
were decisively stepped up late 
yesterday when, the Post- 
Dispatch was told, employer rep- 
resentatives suggested that ne- 
gotiations then in progress at 
City Hall be recessed. 


Agreement to Continue Talks. 


Top officers of the employers’ 
group and the international of- 
ficers of the Teamsters’ Union 
who were present thereupon 
agreed to continue their talks 
secretly at the Missouri Athletic 
Club without the services of lo- 
cal union officers. a federal con- 
ciliator, the Mayor and a dozen 
representatives of building con- 
tractors and construction union 
officers. 


Conferences at the Mayor’s 
office recessed about 4 p.m. with 
the announcement by both sides 
that the talks would be resumed 
this morning.

The Swiss Navy has long been a symbol of 
the non-existent, along with hen’s teeth. It 
may come as a surprise to some, therefore, 
to learn that while Switzerland does not pos- 
sess a Navy, it does possess a merchant ma- 
rine. Three fourths of the men aboard are not 
Swiss, though none, so far as we know, are 
Nebraska Admirals.

ANOTHER VALUE of outdoor reerention 
which may mean little to some people but is tre- 
mendously important to others is the solitude 
which we can find only in a wilderness en- 
vironment.

Thus I recall 
the official who was taken deep into a remote 
area which supported our last Ozark survival of 
ruffed grouse.

Your husband was quite right. Mothers do try to 
give their offspring every possible advantage and in doing 
so they are sometimes too insistent, little thinking that 
what they accomplish may well be a disadvantage to the 
child.

HE grandest of undersea dis- 

-coveries, to our taste, are 

the wrecks of pre-Christian 
ships. : : 

Twice we have visited classic 
wrecks and recovered riches be- 
yond gold—the arts and arti- 
facts of ancient times. We have 
located three more such vessels 
that await salvage. 

In 1907 a Greek diver was 
prospecting for sponges in the 
Mediterranean off Mahdia on 
the Tunisian east coast. He 
found row after row of huge 
cylindrical obiects, half buried 
in the mud, 127 feet down. He 
reported that the bottom was 
covered with cannons. 

Adm, Jean Baehme, commiand-* 
ing the French Tunisian district 
sent helmet divers to investi- 
gate. The divers raised one of 
the cylinders, heavily encrusted 
with marine life. When the or- 
ganisms were removed marble 
fluting was revealed. The “can- 
nons” were Greek Ionic col- 


umns, | 

Alfred Merlin, director of an- 
tiquities in Tunisia and Saloman 
Reinach, famous archaeologist, 
attributed the art to Athens of 
the first century, B.C. They be- 
lieved a Roma argosy had 
foundered about 80 B.C. while 
carrying the loot of Roman Dic- 
tator Lucius Cornelius Sulla, 
= had sacked Athens in 86 


We first heard of the argosy 
in 1948. Arriving at the area, in 
our research ship, the Elie Mon- 
nier, we found no signs of the 
wreck after six days. 

The seventh day a lookout 
shouted. My companion, Philippe 
Tailliez, ‘far_underseas in his 
aqualung, broke water, tore out 
his mouthpiece and yelled, “A 
column! I found a column.” 

Old.records indicated the one 
pillar had been dragged away 
from the wreck and abandoned 
when operations were termi- 
nated. We soon located the ar- 


gosy. 

The world of the argosy was 
twilight blue in which our flesh 
was a greenish putty color. The 
far-off sun gleamed on the 
chromed regulators, winked on 
the frames of the masks, and en- 
silvered our exhaust bubbles. 

The blond basement suffused 
a reflected light strong enough 
to make a color movie of the 
divers at work. I believe it was 
the first color film made at such 
a depth. 

The Athenian marbles were 
dark bluish shapes, blurred with 
blankets df marine life. We dug 
under with our hands, dog-fash- 
ion, to pass cargo slings under 
them. As the stones ascended, 
color grew on the crust. At the 
surface they swung into the air 
ablaze with life. As they drained 
on deck, the Joseph's coat of 
flora and fauna faded into the 
earth shade of death. 

We scraped, scrubbed and 
hosed the snowy marble volutes 
and bared them to their first 
zun since ancient Athens. 

Of the stones on the floor, we 
took four columns, two capitals 
and two bases. We raised two 


mysterious leaden 8 of 
ancient anchors, wh were 
found near the supposed out- 
lines of the ‘ship in positions 
that indicated the anchors had 
been stowed when the vesse 
sank. She must have met he 
fate suddenly. 

The anchor parts, each we 


ing three-quarters of a ton, we 


oblongs with reinforced holes 
in the migdle, obviously to take 
wooden posts that had rotted 
away. Such straight metal shapes 
could not have been the arms or 
hooks of the anchors. 

We dug around for the arms 
and found none. The finds could 
only have been the stocks, or 
top cross-bars. The rest of the 
anchors must have been made 
of wood. : . 

Here was a puzzle. Why did 
the ancients put the greatest 
weight at the top of the anchor? 

We formed a possible expla- 
nation. The ancient’ ships did 
not have anchor chain, but 
used rope. A modern anchored 
ship driven by wind or current 
keeps its hooks fast by means 
of horizontal stress on the low- 
er end of the anchor chain. 

The Roman anchor rope drew 
taut in such conditions and 
would have lifted the wooden 
hooks if the top had not been 
weighted with a leaden stock, 
oe provided the horizontal

E worked six days in. the 

Roman argosy, absorbed 

with its clues to original 
seamanship. We wanted to dig 
for the ship itself. Old records 
indicated that the helmet divers 
had excavated extensively in the 
stern. I selected marbles from a 
compact area on the starboard 
side amidships and sent them up 
up to clear an area for excava- 
tion. We lowered a powerful 
water hose to blow away the 
earth. A slight current con- 
veniently carried off the mud 
we raised 


Two feet down we stubbed our 
fingers on a solid deck covered 
with leaden plates. The sea 
washed mud into the hole almost 
as fast as we clawed, but we felt 
enough of the sturdy deck to 
estimate that the Roman ship is 
two-thirds intact. We dug up an 
Ionic capital which was encased 
entirely in mud. No mollusks or 
plants had reached it. It scrubbed 
down to the pristine beauty of 
the days when it was' carved, be- 
fore Christ was born. 

I am confident that amidships 
there is unbreached cargo. I am 
certain that then as now the 
crew lived in the forecastle, the

We found iron nails corroded 
se needle thinness and bronze 

‘ nails worn to bright threads. 
We turned up a millstone, with 
which the sea cooks had ground 
grains carried in amphoras. We 
brought up yard-long pieces of 

cedar ribs covered with 
the original yellow varnish. (It 
would be useful to know how 
to make marine varnish that 
will survive 20 centuries of im- 
mersion.) 

I dug down five feet at the 
prow against the sliding sands 
and embraced the cedar stem- 
post. I could barely touch 
fingertips around it. In our days 
in the huge argosy off Tunisia, 
we were merely scratching at 
history's doorstep.

HE sea allows each sunken 
Ta to have a personality 

which is vividly expressed to 
a diver. In their lives on the 
surface the wrecks have had 
tragic or comic, dull or advent- 
urous careers. 

Early in World War II. anti- 
submarine nets were stretched 
across the entry of the harbor 
to Hyeres, French port of the 
Mediterranean. This main gate 
had been tended by the deep 
sea tug Polypheme. Past her 
prime, she was appointed to 

d the door like the aged 
concierge of a Paris apartment 
house. At night the Polypheme 
closed the door; anchored and 

went to sleep with the key in 
her hand. 

She was nodding there the 
night of Nov. 27, 1942, when 
the French fleet exploded at 
Toulon. The Polypheme commit- 
ted suicide and went down, still 
moored to the net. We visited 
her a year afterward. She lay in 
60 feet of exceptionally clear 
water with the tip of the main- 
mast only four feet down. 

The 150-foot bulk was naked 
and the shrouds and masts, 
looming intact, took away the 
sense of its being a wreck. A 
slight starboard list added to 
the realistic effect. There was 
not a weed on her yet, merely 
a fuzz that did not hide the 


paint. 
There was absolutely nothing 
below decks. The crew had 


stripped her with fiendish com- 
petence before they opened the 
seacocks. Polypheme was a tidy 
suicide, as bare as an apart- 
ment on the last look before 
the moving men leave.

A 
local bayman took us out in his 
launch and lost his confidence 
when he arrived on the spot.

We saw a barrel buoy moored 
500 yards off. The guide had 
never seen it before. 


Frederic (Didi) Dumas went 
100 feet down the buoy line 
and arrived at the grave of the 
Ferrando. The shop was almost 
a skeleton festooned with gen- 
erations of fishing nets. The 
ship on her port flank. Her 
rem deck plates stood like 
artillery-shattered walls. 

Dumas swam into the main 
eargo hatch, big and dark as a 
cathedral portal. Inside blue light 
fell from the starboard portholes 
and corroded nings. Away off 
in the hull, a big shaft of light 
entered through the breach cut 
long before by the dangling hel- 
met divers who had plundered 
the Ferrando. 

Dumas swam down the nave 
and found, on the invading sand 
in the afterhold four china 
dishes veined in black. Scat- 
tered in the great hull was a 
rubble of gray-green stones. The 
stones rose in frozen cascades 
around the cargo hatches. 

Didi picked up a field-gray 
stone and smashed it against a 
bulkhead. It crumbled away in 
shining black fragments.
